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POSITION STATEMENT SUPPORTING THE HISTORIC DESIGNATION OF SPRING 

GARDEN AS A HISTORIC DISTRICT 

WHEREAS, Spring Garden is generally bounded by N.W. 11th Street on the north, 
N.W. 12th Avenue on the west, N.W. 8th Street Road and N.W. 7th Avenue on the east and 
the Miami River on the south; and 

WHEREAS, many of the structures in Spring Garden were constructed during the 
1920’s and 1930’s in different styles such as Mediterranean Revival, Mission, Art Deco, and 
Bungalow and maintain their architectural integrity; and 

WHEREAS, Dade Heritage Trust encourages the preservation of the variety of 
architectural styles and vernaculars within Spring Garden as well as the preservation of an 
established neighborhood. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the DADE HERITAGE TRUST BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES supports the preservation of Spring Garden and its establishment of a locally 
designated Historic District.
